Newspaper Is 
Attacked 
By Bishop 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Con­ 
demning the National Catholic 
Reporter as a “ poisonous pub­ 
lication,” a bishop demanded 
Thursday that the word “ Cath­ 
olic” be removed from its name. 
The 
national 
independent 
newspaper, claiming 81,000 cir­ 
culation, is published weekly in 
Kansas City. 
“ Inasmuch as the National 
Catholic Reporter does not re­ 
flect 
the 
teaching 
of 
the 
church, but on the contrary, has 
openly and deliberately oppos­ 
ed this teaching, I ask the edit­ 
ors in all honesty to drop the 
term 
‘Catholic’ 
from 
their 
masthead,” said the Most Rev. 
Charles H. Helmsing, bishop of 
the Kansas City — St. Joseph 
diocese. 
Robert G. Hoyt, editor of 
the newspaper, said the request 
“ is a decision for the board of 
directors.” He made no other 
comment. 
The bishop said he had tried, 
in private meetings with the 
editors, to “ guide them on a 
responsible course,” but got no 
results. He said the type of re­ 
porting, editorializing and ridi­ 
culing present in the newspaper 
were making it difficult to 
teach the ideals of Christ. 
“ In fairness to our Catholic 
people,” Bishop Helmsing said, 
“ I hereby issue an official con­ 
demnation 
of 
the 
National 
Catholic 
Reporter. 
Further­ 
more, I send this communicat­ 
ion to my brother bishops, and 
make known to the priests, re­ 
ligious and laity of the nation 
my views on the poisonous 
character of this publication.” 


Four Stam p s 
Sell for $5 0,853 


BASEL, Switzerland (AP) — 
A block of four Newfoundland 
postage stamps with an upside- 
down imprint fetched $50,853 at 
a rare stamp auction here. The 
stamps, inscribed “ Labrador 
the Land of Gold,” commemo­ 
rated the 1935 Rome-New York 
flight of Italian aviator Italo 
Balbo in an overprint. An Amer­ 
ican — unidentified — bought 
them. A 24-cent American air­ 
plane stamp of 1918 with an in­ 
verted center brought $22,990. 


V ikin g Explorer 
Honored in Stam p 


SEATTLE (AP) - Ralph W. 
Nicholson, assistant postmaster 
general, dedicated a six-cent 
commemorative stamp Wednes­ 
day honoring Viking explorer 
Leif Erickson. 
The post office will print 120 
million of the stamps. The issu­ 
ance was timed to coincide with 
what is believed the 1,000th an­ 
niversary of Erickson’s birth. 
The exact date is now known. 
Erickson sailed to the North 
American continent about 1,000 
A.D. and is believed to have 
landed in the northern part of 
Newfoundland.

They exist for the 
world — because they have the gift and the responsibility of 
seeing and Understanding the world and its people as they are: 
with understanding and openness, with decent criticism and 
freedom, with generosity and charity. They are called to be 
living witnesses to Christ and in this way proclaim his Gospel. 
The role of the Church in the changing world is faced with 
the same problem as the world: the division in the lives of its 
members between principle and practice. The spirit of the 
Church is a non-entity for many of its members. This has 
created the present problem with change. The Church is a 
continuing event that is being accomplished in history and 
through people. It is not something signed, sealed and 
delivered to us by God; rather it is for all who belong a 
continuing task. “ Go and teach” ... “ go” means movement, 
thrust. It means risk and insecurity. “ Teach” means that we 
speak, not just mouth tired formulae. Bring light — do not 
condemn darkness. Yet there are believers who do not 
believe! There is probably nothing more disconcerting in the 
present crises that are arising everywhere than the 
churchgoers who are claiming “ heresy 
at every turn. Not 
only are they playing God’s role (and playing it poorly) but 
they are trying to place back into neat, vacuum-packed 
packages the one thing we do know so very clearly; truth is an 
on-going process. 
The question is then: by what criterion are we to judge that 
the Church is headed in the right direction? Is it enough to 
answer that the Church is on the right path so long as it adapts 
itself to the present? Evidently not, for that could mean 
adapting itself to the evil, the anti-God elements, the 
indifferentism in the world. What Paul says in Romans still 
applies: “ Do not be conformed to this world but be 
transformed by the renewal of your mind, that you may prove 
what is the will of God. what is good and acceptable (to God) 
and perfect.” Can we say the Church is on the right path so 
long as it holds fast to the past? Again, evidently not, for that 
could mean ignoring what is good and acceptable and perfect, 
holding to what has gone simply because to do so is 
convenient, less disruptive. Clinging tenaciously to the past in 
this way is no less dangerous than a misdirected adaptation to 
the present. It is even possible that abiding by something good 
could be wrong, for instance when man's concerns are given 
priority over God’s, when human tradition is preferred to 
God’s word. Christ was aware of man’s reluctance to forego 
his own tradition when he quoted Isaiah’s warning. (Mk. 7:6f) 
We can see that mere adaptation to the present is 
inadequate because it leads to modernism, clinging to the past 
is no better, for it leads to traditionalism. And so again we ask: 
How do we know when the Church is on the right path? We 
know this when the people who go to church are on the right 
path because the Gospel way of life has become a reality in 
their lives instead of a set of practices or beliefs. We know this 
when the lives of people make evident the fact that the hopes 
and desires of man should be directed to man and God’s love 
for their fellow man. We know this not because of what people 
speak but because of the way they act. Only then will God’s 
people fulfill their role of leading the Church, the world, and 
one another into a new life, new freedom, and a new future.

Gemini sp acecraft. 
Among those watching the 
sp ectacu lar liftoff of America’s 
first manned flight in nearly 
two y ears was Cu nningham's 
wife, Lo Ella. She and their two 
children, Brian, 8 . and Kimber­ 
ly , 5, watched from a boat float­ 
ing on a riv er near Cap e Kenne­ 
dy . 
The families of Sehirra and 
Eisele watched on telev ision at 
their homes near the Manned 
Sp acecraft in Hou ston, Tex .

Sehirra say s he’s too old to 
wait two or three y ears for an­ 
other flight, and that this will be 
his last sp ace trip . The v eteran 
of Mercu ry and Gemini mis­ 
sions calls Ap ollo 7 "the most 
ambitiou s u ndertaking y et. If 
we accomp lish what we start 
ou t to do we can be more adv en­ 
tu rou s on su bseq u ent flights." 
One adv entu re the National 
Aeronau tics and Sp ace Adminis­ 
tration has in mind is a moon 
orbit flight by the Ap ollo 8 crew 
abou t Christmastime.

Censorship 
fs Out As 
A Weapon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Post Office has abandoned cen­ 
sorship as a weapon in the war 
against smut and is training ite 
guns only on dealers who mail 
pwnc^raphy to people who com­ 
plain. 
Main goal of this new strate­ 
gy, says Chief Postal Inspector 
Harry B. Montague, is to keep 
advertisements for smut out of 
the hands of children and young 
people. 
Montague indicates the heat is 
off consenting individuals who 
use the mails to exchange ob­ 
scene photographs and reading 
matter. 
Montague said in an interview 
that since 1957, the courts and 
the Justice Department have 
hindered the Post Office in its 
fight against pornography, and 
battle lines had to be redrawn. 
Montague, 
chief 
inspector 
since 1961, now largely relies on 
individual protests from the 
public. 
He and the 1,080 “ Post Office 
policemen” across the nation 
have been helped by a six- 
month old federal antipandering 
law. 
Acting under this statute, the 
Post Office has received since 
April nearly 75,000 complaints 
about material which recipients 
said they’d received through the 
mails and which was “erotically 
arousing or sexually provoca- 
Uve.” 
The new law makes it possible 
for individuals to demand that 
porn(^raphy peddlers be or­ 
dered to remove their name 
from any mailing list the ped­ 
dler owns or controls. 
Violations are referred to the 
Justice Department which can 
apply to federal courts to force 
compliance with the law.

In what would seem to be a 
young man’s game, S(!hirra 
looks the part of the command 
pilot of Apollo 7. He has 
crammed more harrowing ex­ 
periences into his 45 years than 
most men meet in a lifetime. 
He was a jet fighter-bomt*er pi­ 
lot in the Korean War, racking 
up 90 missions. He helped devel­ 
op the lethal air-to-air Sidewind­ 
er missile, a heat-seeking explo­ 
sive that could be as hazardous 
to the firer as it was to the tar­ 
get. 


He has test piloted a number 
of Navy jets, logging 3,300 hours 
in jets and 4,300 in all h/pes of 
aircraft. He was a fighter pilot 
on the USS Lexington in the Pa­ 
cific. 
One of the original seven as­ 
tronauts, only he and Air Force 
Col. L. Gordon Cooper Jr. are 
still flight rated. 


Schirra logged nine hours and 
13 minutes in space aboard his 
Sigma 7 Mercury spaceship, 
Oct. 3,1962. He was 39 then. 
In December 1965, he teamed 
with Air Force Lt. Col. Thomas 
P. Stafford in Gemini 6 for an­ 
other 26 hours in space. 


With the Apollo 7 flight, he be­ 
comes the most experienced 
spaceman alive, American or 
ussian. It will be his third 
blast-off, and, he has decided, 
his last. 
“ I think when I find I’m just 
too plain tired, when I can’t 
keep up the pace, this very rap­ 
id pace, then I would personally 
consider it ... There is some 
point in your life, and a man 
can judge fairly well, if he’s 
honest with himself. And this is 
much too important a business 
for me to just have personal 
pride and keep on going until I 
might stumble,” he said. 


“I’ll have to learn when to 
hang up my spurs.” 
Schirra is the father of two 
children, a veteran of 27 years 
of naval service beginning with 
the U.S. Naval Academy at 18. 
He has won three Distinguished 
Flying Crosses, two Air Medals, 
two space agency Distinguished 
Service Medals and one Excep­ 
tional Service Medal. He has a 
shelf full of other air trophies 
and awards.

BAN ME THUOT, Vietnam 
(AP) — A U.S. Army sergeant 
missing for 15 days made his 
way back to allied lines and told 
of escaping from North Viet­ 
namese in a 
10-day flight 
through Cambodia and South 
Vietnam’s central highlands, 
military sources reported today. 
They said Sgt. Buddy Wright, 
of Wellston, Ohio, stumbled into 
a South Vietnamese army camp 
last Sunday pointing to his 
stomach and saying, “ Chop 
chop, chop chop,” which means 
food to the Vietnamese. 
The sources said Wright gave 
this account of his capture and 
escape: 
He became separated from 
his platoon Sept. 22 and North 
Vietnamese seized him south­ 
west of the Due Lap Special 
Forces camp near the Cambo­ 
dian border, 125 miles north of 
Saigon. 
He said the North Vietnamese 
troops marched him west for 
two days so he thought he was 
in Cambodia. They did not mis­ 
treat him, but took his wallet, 
identity tag and boots to prevent 
him from escaping. 
North Vietnamese interr(^a- 
tors asked him the name of his 
unit, which is the 1st Battalion, 
22nd Infantry, 4th Division. But 
Wright told him he did not 
know. 
The interrogators asked him 
what kind of a noncommis­ 
sioned officer didn’t even know 
his unit. 
He said he was a very stupid 
NCO. 
The North Vietnamese had an 
AK47 assault rifle pointed at 
him during the interrelation. At 
night, a guard came by every 30 
minutes and pointed a light at 
him. 
During his fifth night of cap­ 
tivity, Wright escaped. He ran 
all night and all the next day. 
The North Vietnamese chased 
him. 
“ When I saw the North Viet­ 
namese my first thought was, T 
am dead,’ ” Wright later told 
other American soldiers. “ When 
they didn’t kill me, my will to 
survive came pretty strong and 
I decided I will try hard to es­ 
cape. When I first escaped, I 
felt I could make it. 
“ I thought I was directly west 
of Due Lap and had to run east. 
After two days I became weak 
and I was not quite sure where I 
was. I thought I was losing my 
way and I was scared.” 
On the second day of his es­ 
cape, he could see North Viet­ 
namese troops still looking for 
him. He hid eight hours then 
struck out again when a heavy 
rain began to fall. 
On the night of Oct. 5, he saw

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a fire and figured it was in a 
South Vietnamese camp. He 
was not sure, so he decided to 
wait until daybreak. 
At first light, he saw a soldier 
with an M16 rifle, the standard 
allied weapon. Wright walked 
toward him. 
The soldier carried Wright to 
a hill the South Vietnamese 
troops were occupying. Ameri­ 
can advisers called a helicopter 
which took Wright to Due Lap, 
then to the 2nd Brigade of the 
4th Infantry Division at Ban Me 
Thuot. 
Capt. Daniel H. Trachtenberg 
of Philadelphia, Pa., a physi­ 
cian who examined Wright at 
Ban Me Thuot, said, “ Sgt. 
Wright was in amazing go^ 
condition for what he had been 
through.” 
Wright lost several pounds 
and had lacerations of his feet, 
legs and arms which were 
slightly infected. His feet also 
were swollen. 
During his flight to freedom, 
Wright survived on nuts and 
wild berries. While a prisoner, 
the North Vietnamese fed him 
rice.

Worried About Forced Landings

LONDON (AP) - “What we 
are afraid of,” said an airline 
official in London, “ is that some 
day some silly so-and-so will 
poke a gun into the back of the 
neck of a pilot and order him 
into an airport that he doesn’t 
know, or that isn’t equipped to 
handle his plane. He’ll be forced 
to risk a landing, plunk down 
his plane and crash.” 
He was talking about the 
score of hijackings or attempted 
hijackings that have taken place 
this year. 
So far there have been no 
proven fatalities on Western 
commercial airlines as a result 
of hijackings. All planes seized 
on scheduled flights have been 
returned. But pilots, airline offi­ 
cials, lawyers, insurance spe­ 
cialists, governments and others 
concerned with civil aviation 
are searching for a solution to 
the growing problem. 
The consensus among them is 
that the only defense devised so 
far is a piece of paper—an inter­ 
national convention pledging na­ 
tions to return hijacked planes 
and the people aboard, and to 
assist where possible in prose­ 
cuting the hijacker. 
Progress is slow. The conven­ 
tion was drafted five years ago 
at an international meeting in 
Tokyo. Prompted by this sum­ 
mer’s hijacking of an Israeli 
plane, the September meeting of 
the International Civil Aviation 
Oi^anization urged its member 
nations to ratify the convention 
and bring it into force. The 
United States promised to do so 
by the end of the year. Cuba, 
the frequent destination of hi­ 
jackers, supported the plan. 
The International Federation 
of Airline Pilots Associations, 
based in London, wants an even 
stronger agreement to permit 
prosecution under something 
like the maritime piracy laws. 
This seems unlikely and might 
not do much good. The U.S. 
Congress applied the piracy 
laws to aircraft hijacks in 1961, 
but aerial pirates usually flee to 
politically friendly states and 
are not extradited. 
Although hijacking has over­ 
tones of piracy, it is something 
new. The crime itself has nc 
precise international definition. 
It usually lacks the element of 
outright robbery that character­ 
ized pirates seeking plunder. 
Most hijackers simply want to 
get from one point to another. 
They cannot sell a stolen com­ 
mercial airliner. 
This point was brought home 
to the Arabs who hijacked the 
Israeli plane in July and or­ 
dered the crew to fly it to Al­ 
giers. 
Underwriters 
at 
Lloyds, 
where much of the world’s air­ 
line insurance is written, passed 
the word to Algeria that the Is­ 
raelis would get a new plane for 
their insurance money anyway.

The problems of punishing hi­ 
jackers are clouded by the legal 
concept of territoriality—which 
means that states punish crimes 
taking place on their own terri­ 
tory. 
Hijacking often takes 
place over international waters. 
The hijacker soon leaves the 
flying piece of territory on 
which he commits his crime. 
Under extradition laws, his 
crime—often defined as endan­ 
gering the safety of a flight or 
only a simple assault—maye not 
be regarded as serious enough 
to warrant his return home. Cu­ 
ban officials have refused to dis­ 
cuss what happened to the hi­ 
jackers who flew there.

Kremlin on Czechs' Torture

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (NEA) 
Desp ite their frantic ap p eals fo r “Co mmu nist u nity , 
Ru ssia’s ru lers find it increasingly d ifficu lt to ju stify their 
inv asio n o f Czecho slo v akia. 
Rev isio nist Co mmu nists, like Yu go slav ia’s Presid ent Tito 
and Mao Tse-tu ng ex trem ists, are accelerating the id eo lo gical 
war o n the Kremlin. 
The Italian Co mmu nist p arty , amo ng o thers, has ev en 
bro u ght charges against the Ru ssians that they to rtu red Alex ­ 
and er Du bcek, the Czecho slo v ak refo rm lead er, after the Red 
arm y o ccu p ied Pragu e. 
The Italians hav e to ld the So v iet lead ers that they will no t 
take p art in any internatio nal Co mmu nist co nferences u ntil 
the Ru ssians hav e cleared themselv es o f the charges. 
(As a d irect resu lt, the p ro p o sed su mmit meeting o f the So ­ 
v iet Unio n and 57 o ther Co mmu nist p arties, sched u led fo r 
No v . 25 , has been ind efinitely p u t o ff.) 
The u gly facts o f Ru ssia’s inv asio n o f Czecho slo v akia are 
o nly beginning to em erge. Fo r the Czecho slo v aks they are 
rem ind er o f H itler’s inv asio n 30 y ears ago . 
Befo re Du bcek and his co lleagu es, kid nap ed by the Ru ssian 
secret p o lice, were d eliv ered to Mo sco w they had been ac­ 
co rd ed the treatm ent u su ally reserv ed by the Ru ssian secret 
p o lice fo r tho se to be ex ecu ted . 
Acco rd ing to E ast Eu ro p ean d ip lo mats, Du bcek was beaten 
and co nfined fo r two d ay s to a mu d ho v el witho u t fo o d o r 
to ilet. 
In Pragu e, his chau ffeu r, who at the mo ment o f Du bcek’s 
arrest tried to shield him fro m blo ws, was sho t d o wn. 
Kriegel, the o nly Jewish m em ber o f the kid nap ed Czecho ­ 
slo v ak lead ers, was to rtu red by Ru ssian secret p o licemen 
who mad e o bscene rem arks as they beat him. 
Du bcek was released o nly after the o ld and resp ected p resi­ 
d ent o f Czecho slo v akia, Lu d v ik Sv o bo d a, threatened su icid e. 
By then ev en the Kremlin ru lers realized that no resp o nsible 
Pragu e lead er wo u ld agree to serv e as their p u p p et and re­ 
instated Du bcek as lead er o f the Czecho slo v ak Co mmu nist 
p arty . 
When, after p ro lo nged nego tiatio ns, Du bcek was finally o r­ 
d ered by the Ru ssians to retu rn to Pragu e, he and Sv o bo d a 
refu sed to bo ard the p lane witho u t Kriegel. Ev entu ally , after 
nego tiatio ns that lasted fo u r ho u rs, the Ru ssians gav e in and 
Kriegel was carried to the p lane o n a stretcher. 
Whenev er, after their retu rn to Pragu e, the Czecho slo v ak 
lead ers were asked abo u t their treatm ent at the hand s o f the 
Ru ssians, they wep t. 
Acco rd ing to Czecho slo v aks, Du bcek has been p hy sically 
and emo tio nally d estro y ed . Bu t he clings to his jo b as Co m­ 
mu nist p arty secretary . So far, the Ru ssians hav e been u n­ 
able to find a m an to rep lace him. Ev en Gu stav Hu sak, who 
is generally co nsid ered as p ro -Ru ssian, has refu sed to take 
Du bcek’s jo b and act as Mo sco w’s p u p p et. 
It is Mo sco w’s to rtu re o f resp ected Co mmu nists, ev en mo re 
than the inv asio n o f Czecho slo v akia, that is agitating the Red 
wo rld . Co mmu nists see it as a retu rn to the d arkest d ay s o f 
Stalin’s ru le. 
“ It is p recisely a retu rn to Stalinism which has been char­ 
acteristic o f So v iet p o licies in recent y ears,’’ said a p ro mi­ 
nent E ast Eu ro p ean d ip lo mat. “The Czecho slo v ak traged y is 
ju st an ex cep tio nally d rastic sign o f the trend .’’ 
Iro nically , Western go v ernments p u t their ho p es in nego tia­ 
tio ns 
abo u t 
d isarm am ent 
and 
nu clear 
no np ro liferatio n 
treaties. These hav e the effect o f increasing the Ru ssian 
lead ers’ p restige and giv ing them an entirely false ap p ear­ 
ance o f tru stwo rthy p artners in nego tiatio ns. 
Bu t Co mmu nists who were lo y al in Ru ssia u ntil the inv a­ 
sio n o f Czecho slo v akia no lo nger hav e any illu sio ns abo u t 
Mo sco w’s “ p eacefu l co ex istence.” 
As they see it, the v ery alternatio n o f “relax atio n” and 
p erio d s o f terro r, as well as the simu ltaneo u s ap p licatio n o f 
“ so ft” and “ hard ” p o licies characterized by the p o licies o f 
Stalin, hav e been p reserv ed by his u neasy su ccesso rs.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — “We will win with Nix o n 
and the electio n will no t be d ecid ed in the Ho u se o f 
Rep resentativ es, and any o ne who v o tes fo r Wallace 
is wasting a v o te,” were remarks mad e by Herb 
Klein, Manager o f Co mmu nicatio ns fo r Richard 
Ntto n, at a recent p ress co nference.

'Nervous Breakd own' 


An Inaccurate Term

Altho u gh many p erso ns still sp eak o f hav ing a 
nerv o u s breakd o wn, this term is inaccu rate becau se 
there is no breakd o wn o f their nerv e tissu e. The 
term “nerv o u s ex hau stio n” is eq u ally mislead ing 
becau se, no matter ho w tired the v ictim feels, there 
is no ex hau stio n o f his nerv o u s sy stem. Instead , 
there is a breakd o wn o f his effectiv eness, cau sed by 
emo tio nal strife, altho u gh it may no t alway s be 
read ily reco gnized as su ch. 
Failu re to p ass an ex aminatio n, a financial rev erse 
o r marital d ifficu lties may trigger the “breakd o wn” 
bu t the basic cau se in each case is a sev ere blo w to 
o ne’s ex p ectatio ns and o ne’s p rid e. The u su al 
manifestatio ns are lo ss o f ap p etite, a feeling o f 
d ep ressio n, inso mnia, lo ss o f weight, irritability and 
jitters. No ne o f these sy mp to ms necessarily means a 
breakd o wn bu t, taken to gether and in the p resence 
o f o ne o r mo re cau sativ e facto rs, a d iagno sis can 
u su ally be mad e. 
The co mmo n ad v ice to take a v acatio n, get away 
fro m it all and giv e y o u rself a chance o f scene may 
affo rd so me temp o rary relief. Bu t it will d o no 
lasting go o d if y o u co me back with the same o ld 
attitu d es to ward life and retu rn to the situ atio ns that 
cau sed the tro u ble in the first p lace. Any o ne who 
canno t wo rk o u t a co nstru ctiv e so lu tio n tir-his 
p ro blems u naid ed sho u ld seek p ro fessio nal ad v ice 
fro m a p sy chiatrist o r clinical p sy cho lo gist. 
Q — I hav e alway s had head aches. In the last y ear 
they hav e beco me wo rse. A neu ro lo gist say s I hav e 
o ccip ital neu ralgia. He is giv ing me tractio n, mu scle 
relax ers and Darv o n. Wo u ld sev ering the nerv e 
help ? Wo u ld this cau se nu mbness? 
A — The o ccip ital nerv e is o ne o f the branches 
co ming fro m the sp inal co rd in the neck. Sev ering 
the nerv e wo u ld reliev e the p ain bu t wo u ld leav e the 
area su p p lied by this nerv e nu mb. 
. Q — 1 am taking red u cing p ills p rescribed by my 
d o cto r and also birth co ntro l p ills. Can the 
co mbinatio n o f these two cau se any harmfu l sid e 
effects, su ch as nau sea? 
A — Either d ru g alo ne may cau se nau sea. Taken 
to gether, this effect may be increased . Carefu l 
ad ju stment o f the d o sage o ften reliev es th^ 
sy mp to m. 
Q — My d o cto r is giv ing me Ad ip ex to cu rb my 
ap p etife. Is it habit-fo rming? 
A -N o . 


Law and J ustice 


WASHING'TON, D.C. — United States v eterans 
retu rning fro m Vietnam are go ing to ex p ect that “all 
o f o u r talk abo u t law and o rd er mu st be 
acco mp anied by law and ju stice,” the Presid ent o f 
the Natio nal Ed u catio n Asso ciatio n said recently . 
Mrs. Elizabeth D. Ko o ntz, in a sp eech p rep ared 
fo r the Natio nal Co nv entio n o f the American Legio n 
in New Orleans, emp hasized the need to lu re back to 
the classro o m the y o u ng men in military serv ice who 
had no t co mp leted their scho o ling. 
“These y o u ng men, as they retu rn fro m the d ep ths 
o f hell, wiU no t be satisfied to wait while ed u catio n 
‘catches u p ’, ” Mrs. Ko o ntz d eclared , “They kno w 
that when this natio n wants to change, it can 
change.” 
Mrs. Ko o ntz, a Salisbu ry , No rth Caro lina teacher, 
su ggested that scho o ls mu st beco me “the great 
eq u alizers that they were when the early immigrants 
came to this co u ntry .” Po inting to the p ro blems o f 
Sp anish-sp eaking y o u th and black stu d ents with 
limited v o cabu laries, she emp hasized the need fo r 
“sho ring u p their ed u catio n to make u p fo r the 
d isad v antages.” 
She asserted that many y o u ng p eo p le who hav e 
been “d ro p o u ts” were really fo rced o u t o f o u r 
scho o ls becau se the ed u catio n was no t relev ant to 
their need s. 
The teaching p ro fessio n failed so me stu d ents, Mrs. 
Ko o ntz ackno wled ged , by sitting back and d o ing 
no thing,’’ . 
thinking to o o ften, that o u r o nly d u ty 
was to teach in the scho o lro o m what was safe and 
p latitu d ino u s.” Ed u catio n was go ing “d o wnhill” as 
the lo ng-su ffering teachers stru ggled to teach in 
cro wd ed classes, with inad eq u ate materials, and 
with the who le effo rt lacking ad eq u ate financial 
su p p o rt.

Tho se who heed the ad­ 
mo nitio n witness the kind o f sex 
depictio n that is seen in the 
United States o nly at men’s 
stag s. 
Such films can be ex hibited in 
Denmark witho ut fear o f repris­ 
al as this co untry mo v es to ward 
abso lute freedo m o f ex pressio n 
in terms o f sex . 
A y ear ag o , the Danish Par­ 
liament, with v irtually no o ppo ­ 
sitio n, passed a law that v irtual­ 
ly lifted all bans ag ainst written 
po rno g raphy . This fall the Par­ 
liament is ex pected to pass an­ 
o ther bill do ing away with the 
last v estig e o f mo v ie censo r­ 
ship. 
These mo v es are likely to be 
studied by o ther natio ns, espe­ 
cially the United States, where 
liberalizatio n o f centuries-o ld 
puritanical traditio ns has lately 
been hastened by a series o f Su­ 
preme Co urt decisio ns. 
Denmark has mo v ed to ward 
abo litio n o f censo rship after 
co nsiderable study and public 
debate. A co mmissio n o n crimi­ 
nal law repo rted to Parliament 
that it co uld find no pro v en link 
between po rno g raphy and co r­ 
ruptio n o f sex ual mo rals in g en­ 
eral. One psy cho lo g y pro fesso r 
to ld the co mmissio n: 
“ I do no t think a lo ng -time 
member o f a nudist co lo ny 
wo uld be able to g et ex cited by 
seeing the naked bo dy o f a 
wo man.” He hinted that the po r­ 
no g raphy market has reached 
the saturatio n po int, 
v Censo rship has been stro ng est 
in co untries such as Ireland, It­ 
aly and the United States, 
where churchmen ex ercise a 
stro ng influence o n mo ral is­ 
sues. But in predo minantly Lu­ 
theran Denmark, the church 
has little effect o n the daily 
liv es o f the peo ple. Lacking any 
clerical o ppo sitio n, the anticen­ 
so rship bill easily passed. 
The basic reaso ning was that 
it was insulting to tell adults 
what they canno t read. Res­ 
traints were co ntinued o n the 
av ailability o f po rno g raphy to 
children. 
Oddly , there has nev er been 
any censo rship o f telev isio n in 
Denmark; the telev isio n o ffi­ 
cials themselv es decide what 
sho uld appear o n the ho me 
screen. The o nly co mplaints 
abo ut the pro g ramming appear

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
traditional idea of leisu rely ses­ 
sions of psy choanaly sis may be 
all right for those who hav e the 
time and money . Bu t something 
different is needed to deal with 
the mental ills fou nd in city 
slu ms. 
That something different is 
being applied in Los Angeles 
and is called “instant therapy .” 
This innov ation in down-to- 
earth psy chiatry has chalked u p 
a steady growth since its con­ 
ception sev en y ears ago and its 
practitioners soon will break 
grou nd for a $3.7 million, sev - 
en-story center dedicated to its 
practice. 
The center’s fou nder, Dr. J. 
Alfred Cannon, Univ ersity of 
California at Los Angeles psy ­ 
chiatrist, believ es the old way s 
of treating mental and emotion­ 
al ailments hav e little v alu e in 
the slu m areas of modern cities. 


“The Freu dian model of psy ­ 
choanaly sis stresses ex amina­ 
tion of the patient’s past in or­ 
der to u nderstand his present 
illness,” 
say s 
Dr. 
Cannon. 
“Su ch treatment is lengthy and 
therefore ex pensiv e, and there 
aren’t enou gh therapists to go 
arou nd. 
“This approach presu mes a 
white, middle class backgrou nd 
and edu cation—y ou hav e to 
hav e it to be able to commu ni­ 
cate with the psy choanaly st. 
“We hav e learned to stress 
brief treatment. Since y ou may 
see y ou r patient only once, y ou 
hav e to get into it fast—y ou ’v e 
got one time to do y ou r thing 
and that’s it.” 
Dr. Cannon, 40, a tall, athletic 
Negro who took his medical de­ 
gree at Colu mbia Univ ersity , 
has become known as a bu sy 
promoter of antipov erty pro­ 
jects, especially since the Watts 
riots of 1965 . 
His concern with conditions in 
sou th-central Los Angeles dates 
back, howev er, to 1961, when he 


began working as a v olu nteer in 
free clinics. 
“I noticed there were far too 
few mental health clinics in the 
inner city ,” he said in an inter­ 
v iew. “Most of the institu tions 
were ou tside the core, where 
people who needed help most 
cou ldn’t reach them. 
“Ev en the clinics that were 
inside the core were largely re­ 
jected. Poor people are not look­ 
ing to be analy zed, they are 
looking for something to ease 
the pains of liv ing. 
“I had to find some way of 
reaching them, so I established 
a mental health center in 1961 in 
a small neighborhood chu rch, 
the Chu rch of Christian Fellow­ 
ship, which has a membership 
of abou t 300. We had no money , 
and we depended on v olu ntary 
professional help. Ou r fees were 
as low as 25 cents—whatev er 
they cou ld pay . 
“It worked. Ou r patient load 
grew and in 1966 we obtained a 
$900,000 grant from the National 
Institu te of Mental Health. We 
mov ed into a fu rnitu re store v a­ 
cated after the 1965 riots where 
we now treat more than 5 ,000 
patients a y ear.” 
The $3.7 million center, fu nd­ 
ed eq u ally by the state, the De­ 
partment of Health, Edu cation 
and Welfare and priv ate dona­ 
tions, will be an ex pansion of 
the fu rnitu re store facility and 
will bear the same name: Cen­ 
tral City Commu nity Mental 
Health Center. 
Nex t door to the Sou th Broad­ 
way mental health center is a 
small office with a placard: 
Commu nity Serv ice Center. It is 
one of the most su ccessfu l way s 


y et fou nd for catching patients. 
“To many of these people, 
‘mental health’ means y ou ’re 
crazy ,” say s the center’s white 
administrator, Richard Sanv ille 
“They won’t come in the men­ 
tal health’ door bu t they will go 
to the serv ice center. 
“Many times we find that peo­ 
ple who need economic aid also 
need mental or emotional treat­ 
ment and we walk them throu gh 
corridors to ou r consu ltation 
rooms.

“After all, what 
health9 If y ou ’re 
can’t feed and clothe y ou r kids, 
y ou ’re u nder a stress that often 
leads to mental illness. If a 
child is so hu ngry he can’t pay 
attention in school, he falls be­ 
hind and can become either a 
delinq u ent or a mental case.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ef­ 
forts to remov e the legal hu r­ 
dles to free teiev ision-radio de­ 
bates between the major p resi­ 
dential 
candidates 
collap sed 
Thu rsday in the face of a Re­ 
p u blican sit-ou t that blocked 
Senate action. 
Majority Leader Mike Mans­ 
field, D-Mont., was u nable to 
mu ster a q u oru m to take u p the 
Hou se-p assed 
legislation and 
said u nder the circu mstances he 
had no choice ex cep t to bow to 
the GOP op p osition. 
And ev en after that, with the 
Rep u blican sit-ou t lifted, it took 
nearly two hou rs to mu ster a 
bare q u oru m of 5 1—17 Rep u bli­ 
cans and 34 Democrats. Most of 
the 49 other senators were ou t of 
town. 


Mansfield then mov ed that ac­ 
tion on the eq u al time bill be 
p ostp oned indefinitely , thu s kill­ 
ing it. The Senate tu rned to oth­ 
er legislation in a driv e toward 
adjou rnment of this session of 
Congress. 


SAIGON (AP) — President 
Ngu y en Van Thieu went on ra­ 
dio and telev ision Thu rsday 
night and denied rep orts of a 
thwarted cou p against his one- 
y ear-old elected gov ernment. 
He blamed the rep orts on “ru ­ 
mors” sp read by “Commu nists 
and their henchmen.” 
Thieu made no mention of the 
fact that high-lev el gov ernment 
sou rces 
and 
sp okesmen—al­ 
thou gh not from his office—had 
told newsmen that there had 
been a cou p attemp t Tu esday 
night. 
These sou rces said there had 
been arrests in connection with 
the cou p and that more p ersons 
wou ld be taken into cu stody .

DENVER — Ex actly 20 y ears ago this October, 
Harry Tru man was meandering throu gh the state of 
Colorado on his whistle-stop camp aign 
It was a discou raging trip The Rocky Mou ntains 
stood snow-cap p ed and aloof as if withholding 
ju dgmen t on the p ep p ery little Presiden t of the 
United States who harangu ed the crowds at railroad 
staUons. The crowds which listened were small and 
eq u ally aloof. The asp ens, less aloof and golden in 
their au tu mn sp lendor, seemed to bow deferenUally 
as the train p assed The weather was balmy , the su n 
friendly . Bu t that was abou t the only smiling asp ect 
of Mr. Tru man ’s bid for an other term. 
His camp aign had started in Pittsbu rgh, with only 
4 0 0 of the faithfu l down at the railroad staUon. Only 
1 ,0 0 0 turned 
ou t at Gary , Ind., on a Friday night. On 
the streets of Chicago he was booed, and again in the 
Chicago Stadiu m when he addressed a meeUng of

Omaha was a disaster. Only 1,200 p eop le were in 
the Ak-Sar-Ben Stadiu m, which holds 12,000 in 
Kansas City , his home town, he was booed when he 
marched with his old Battery D Unit. In Kearny , 
Neb.. on a Su nday morning almost no one came ou t 
to see him after chu rch In Casp er, Wy o., there were

we reached Salt Lake City things had p icked u p a 
bit. We snaked throu gh the gorges of the Rockies, 
sto pping at Grand Ju n ction , Glenwood Sp rings, 
Eag le, Clearcreek — only a handfu l of the cu riou s 
and the friendly crowded arou nd the train as the 
little man with the dou ble-breasted su it came ou t on 
the rear p latform to giv e the reasons why he was 
g o ing to continu e to be Presiden t of the United 
States.

Vice Presiden t Henry Wallace, cou ld p ossibly make 
it. 
Yet he did.

And the big q u estion today is. Can Hu bert 
Hu mp hrey , also ru nning behind, also facing a cool 
and confident Rep u blican p lu s a right wing rabble- 
rou ser. rep eat Harry Tru man ’s p olitical miracle?

Wallace likewise has formed an alliance with a 
military hero, has ex p loited the racial fru stration s of 
the American p eop le.

H H H Boosts REA 


“ I am conv inced that we mu st con tin u e the 2 p er 
cen t Ru ral Electrification Administration loan 
p rogram now in effect At the same time we’v e got 
to dev elop an additional sou rce of fu nds to 
su p p lemen t the traditional REA p rogram. 
“Any p lan that is dev elop ed mu st allow the ru ral 
electrification p rogram to con tin u e to serv e as a 
broad social and economic in stru men t in ru ral 
America,. I hav e often said that we can look u p on the 
REA’s as an established citizen s’ grou p — a citizen s’ 
organization — that is cap able of help ing to design a 
whole new ru ral America. 
“A few day s ago I saw some REA figu res which 
showed that ru ral electric sy stems, by their own 
efforts, had help ed bring 3 ,400 new bu sinesses and 
indu stries to ru ral America. I think that’s a v ery 
conserv ativ e figu re. And that’s ju st in the p ast few 
y ears. This has mean t something on the order of 
216 ,000 new jobs. 
“The ru ral crisis and the u rban crisis are one and 
the same. The u rban crisis is ru ral fed and in many 
way s ru ral led. When the p oor leav e the hollows and 
the thinly p op u lated areas of ru ral America and 
come to the big city , they come, all too often p oorly 
edu cated, u n train ed, withou t the skills an indu strial 
society needs. Often they simp ly add u p to statistics 
on the welfare rolls. 
“We 
hav e 
got 
to 
p rov ide 
not 
only 
job 
op p ortu n ities in the ghetto areas of cities, bu t we 
mu st start doing it at the watershed, so to sp eak. 
Back in ru ral America y ou p rov ide job op p ortu nities 
that will enable ru ral p eop le to work in areas where 
they 
liv e 
and 
n ot 
be 
forced 
by economic 
circu mstan ces to leav e and to go elsewhere. That 
means good schools, good water sy stems, sanitation 
sy stems, 
sewage 
facilities, 
modern 
hou sing, 
recreation al op p ortu nities, 
health cen ters and 
cu ltu ral cen ters. 
“I believ e that the benefits of the riv ers and other 
great n atu ral resou rces of the nation belong to the 
nation — belong to the p eop le. I am eq u ally 
conv inced that the p u bliij s right to the benefits of 
their own resou rces mu st be fu lly p rotected and 
shared. 
“Federal p ower dev elop ments hav e p rov ided v ery 
ex tensiv e benefits to ru ral and u rban consu mers. 
The p riv ate economy has been strengthened by the 
p u blic dev elop ment of the riv er sy stems of this 
cou ntry — mu lti-p u rp ose dev elop ment p rojects. The 
p riv ate economy has been one of the great 
beneficiaries — in fact, the main beneficiary . 
“As p art of this concep t we mu st also giv e early 
consideration 
to 
the constru ction 
of 
federal 
transmission lines which wou ld link the v ariou s 
regions and the v ariou s federal p ower p rojects 
together. 
“We hav e nu clear p ower which is ju st coming into 
its own. I think it rep resen ts a great new p ossibility . 
Where necessary this right of sharing in these 
benefits by the REA’s and the mu nicip al sy stems, 
the p u blic p ower districts and others, mu st be 
p rotected ev en if by legislation.’’ 


WASHINGTON—( N E A ) - 
Consider for a moment the 
host of candidates for the 
p r e s i d e n c y this y ear. Dis­ 
cou nting the p ig p laced in 
nomination by the y ip p ies in 
Chicago, they nu mber abou t 
1 0 . 
Since many of these mu st 
hav e known their chances of 
winning w e r e only slightly 
better than the y ip p ie p orker, 
it may be assu med that for 
some the race is as mu ch the 
attraction as the p rize. 
For those, the u ltimate env y 
mu st be for the man who, by 
some theories, became p resi­ 
dent of the United States with­ 
ou t camp aigning a day , sp end­ 
ing a dime, or ru ffling any 
feelings within either p arty . 
And 
afterwards, 
President 
Atchison serv ed in a p eriod so 
relax ed and trou ble-free that 
he almost slep t throu gh his 
whole term. 
Presiden t Atchison? 
The “one more” p resident 
theory is not u niv ersally ac­ 
cep ted by all s t u d e n t s of 
American p olitical history , bu t 
as theory , it does hav e its his­ 
torical basis. 
According to 
the theory , Sen. Dav id Rice 
Atchison of Missou ri was p res­ 
ident for one day —beginning 
abou t 1 p .m. Su nday , March 4, 
1849. 
The t e r m s of Presiden t 
James Polk and his v ice p res­ 
ident George M. Dallas, were 
to end at that time. Bu t the 
incoming p resident, Zachary 
Tay lor, was not going to be 
in au gu rated u ntil midday of 
Monday , March 5, in au gu ra­ 
tion ceremonies being delay ed 
one day so they wou ldn’t fall 
on a Su nday . 
That left 24 hou rs when the 
cou ntry wou ld be withou t a 
p resident. According to the 
Constitu tion, the n ex t in line 
wou ld be the p residing officer 
of the Senate. Dallas, Polk’s 
VP, had resigned that p osi­ 
tion, and Atchison had been 


named temp orary p residing 
officer of the Senate in his 
p lace March 2. 
So at 1 p .m., March 4, 1849, 
the nation was withou t a p res­ 
ident, and Atchison was nex t 
in line. He was nev er actu ally 
sworn in. 
Bu t the q u estion 
arou nd the “other p residen t” 
theory is whether by simp ly 
being nex t in line in those 
leaderless hou rs, he did, in 
fact, su cceed to the office. 
Atchison himself held no 
celebration. 
He was sou nd 
asleep when he theoretically 
became p r e s i d e n t of the 
United States, disp lay ing a 
calmness that makes all other 
new p residents look like little 
old ladies with twisted han ­ 
kies by comp arison. 
He might hav e slep t all day , 
hav ing sp ent a hard night at 
the Senate the night before, 
had not some p ersonal friends 
come to wake and con gratu ­ 
late him. 
“In order to do ev ery thing 
in p rop er sty le, I ap p ointed a 
fu ll c a b i n e t,” he recalled 
later, going along with the 
gag, “and it was said that my 
administration was the most 
su ccessfu l and p op u lar one 
ev er known, there not being a 
remov al or an ap p ointment 
du ring my whole term.” 
Atchison’s triu mp h wou ld 
hav e been ev en sweeter had it 
gained 
p olitical legitimacy . 
Actu ally , it remain s merely a 
footnote of triv ia in the history 
of American p residents, say s 
White 
Hou se 
cu rator 
Jim 
Ketchu m. 
Hardly worth redesignating 
Ly ndon Johnson the 3 8th p res­ 
ident of the United States in­ 
stead of 3 7th, and likewise 
with all the others back down 
the line t h r o u gh Zachary 
Tay lor. 
Bu t what a whale of a cock­ 
tail p arty conv ersation bit it 
mu st hav e made for a man 
named Atchison!

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Senator Edmu n d 
Mu skie, Democrat v ice p residential candidate, said 
before the National Press Clu b on October 1st that 
“The real issu e in the camp aign is to decide if we 
shall stop bu ilding walls of differences among the 
American p eop le, whether or n ot we can liv e 
together in comp lete tru st and harmony . These are 
q u estions which cannot be answered at the p olls, bu t 
mu st be answered in the minds and hearts of the 
American p eop le and they mu st decide a basis u p on 
which a real confidence can be bu ilt.” 
In 
discu ssing 
Vice 
Presiden t 
Hu mp hrey ’s 
statemen t on telev ision that if he became Presiden t 
he wou ld stop the bombing, Senator Mu skie said: 
“The q u estion will be, what will we gain by stop p ing 
the bombing — we tried 9 0 p er cen t of it once and 
did not gain v ery mu ch, bu t we might take the risk 
again if circu mstances were right. The Vice 
Presiden t’s su ggestion was to stop at the D.M.Z., 
which is n ot a p art of North Vietnam. Now that he 
has committed himself, the Senator believ es that 
Mr. 
Hu mp hrey “will continu e to rep eat his 
p osition.” The Senator believ es that nothing is 
gained by try ing to ex p lain the differences between 
LBJ and HHH, becau se one is the Presiden t and the 
other is the Vice Presiden t -and a p residential 
candidate. 
On the p henomenon of can didate Wallace, 
can didate Mu skie stated that he is “escalating 
seriou sly ” and that he is p robing all the sore sp ots in 
ou r American life and getting a resp onse. He doesn’t 
giv e any answers to law and order and he insinu ates 
that the good life which has been bu ilt u p among 
certain ethn ic grou p s is being threaten ed and that 
he, Wallace, can sav e them. The Senator added, “A 
can didate for the p residency shou ld be more than an 
agitator. Instead of riding a su rf board, a candidate 
shou ld be in command of his own boat. ... He is a 
threat to ou r cou n try .” 
Sp eaking of handling the hecklers, the Senator 
commen ted, “There are two kinds — the hard core 
trou ble makers, which we can ’t do mu ch abou t, and 
the earn est y ou ng p eop le who wan t a share in ou r 
p u blic life and who want to be constru ctiv e. The 
constru ctiv e y ou ngsters are like the gu y who p u ts a 
coin in a machine and no chocolate bar comes ou t. 
They shou ld be made to feel welcome, not on ou r 
terms bu t on terms mu tu ally agreed u p on. That is 
why I inv ite them to ex p ress themselv es.” 
Senator Mu skie sp oke with great admiration of his 
colleagu e Senator Eu gene McCarthy . “We believ e 
that he shou ld not be p ressu red and that he will 
make u p his own mind in good time.” 
The final q u estion asked the Senator was, “If the 
election shou ld go to the Hou se an d the decision 
wou ld be in fav or of y ou for Vice Presiden t with 
Nix on as Presiden t, wou ld y ou serv e as his Vice 
Presiden t?” Withou t hesitation he rep lied, “I wou ld 
be the p eop le’s Vice Presiden t, not Nix on’s.”

Pregnancy Chances 
Rare After Age 50

Q — Ho w so o n 
after her baby is bom can a mother 
become p regn an t again? What other dru g can a 
woman take beside birth control p ills to keep from 
getting p regnant? 
A — If y o u do not nu rse y ou r baby , men stru ation 
may retu rn in abou t eight weeks. If y ou n u rse him, 
it may retu rn in abou t six months, ev en thou gh y ou 
continu e the breast feeding. This figu re, howev er, is 
su bject to wide v ariation and is u su ally longer in 
women who hav e had more than one child. 
Althou gh there are sev eral kinds of contracep tiv e 
p ills, they are all a form of female hormone. Other 
means of birth control inclu de in trau terin e dev ices, 
condoms, diap hragm p essaries and chemical foams. 
Q — What is the oldest a woman has ev er become 
p regnant? 
A — It is rare to become p regn an t after age 50. A 
search of the medical literatu re from 1850 on 
rev ealed only 26 au then ticated cases. In one series of 
50,000 births, only two women were ov er 45. A 
woman of any age will not become p regn an t if she 
has not men stru ated for ov er a y ear. 
Q — What is the earliest a doctor can diagnose 
p regnancy by a laboratory test? 
A — In o ne of the newer p rocedu res, a woman’s 
u rine is tested with sheep ’s red blood cells that hav e 
been treated with an ex tract of hu man p lacenta. In 
some cases the test may indicate p regnancy as early 
as fou r day s after a skip p ed men stru al p eriod. The 
test takes only two hou rs to ru n. Another test, said 
to be v ery reliable and similar in natu re, is read 
after only three minu tes. 
Q — My do cto r termin ated my p regnancy becau se 
he su sp ected it to be ectop ic. Bu t after the op eration 
I was told I had a corp u s lu teu m cy st. What cau sed 
it? Why mu st there be no fu rther p regnancies? 
A — A co rpus luteum forms each month at the site 
of ov u lation. It u su ally becomes absorbed and 
cau ses no trou ble. Bu t occasionally , for no known 
reason, it may increase in size and form a cy st. This, 
too, u su ally cau ses no trou ble. Bu t, if it ru p tu res and 
bleeds in to the abdominal cav ity , it cau ses all the 
sy mp toms of an ectop ic p regnancy . This in itself 
wou ld not be a reason to av oid fu tu re p regnancy .

Q — I did not hav e to file an estimated tax 
declaration this y ear becau se enou gh was taken ou t 
of my p ay check to cov er my tax es. Does the new 
su rtax change that and shou ld I file an estimated 
declaration now? 
A - In Ju ly emp loy ers started withholding 
income tax es at a higher rate to keep tax p ay ers on a 
cu rren t, 
p ay -as-y ou -go 
basis.

amou nts withheld shou ld ap p rox imate the final tax 
liability for most tax p ay ers. 
If y ou did not file an estimated tax declaration for 
19 6 8 becau se withholding was ex p ected to amou n t to 
80 p ercen t or more of y ou r tax liability for the y ear, 
y ou may want to rev iew y ou r tax situ ation. It is 
p ossible that the tax su rcharge, which can increase 
y ou r tax by 7V2 p ercen t, will make y ou liable to a 
p enalty for u n derp ay ment of estimated tax es.

hours,” he said.

“ I found the crew in a highly 
confident frame of mind,” said 
Von Braun. “ They are eager to 
go and are happy to hear that 
all our sy stems are go both in 
the launch v ehicle and space 
craft.” 
Packing an American flag in­ 
side their cone-shaped space 
ship, the Apollo 7 pilots are to 
speed into earth orbit aboard a 
thundering 224-foot-tall Saturn 
IB rocket. 
The $145 million, 163-orbit 
mission will answer two ques­ 
tions: 
Has the nation recov ered 
from the Apollo 1 tragedy , 
which killed three astronauts 
and grounded all manned space 
flights for 20 months? 
Can Apollo spaceships safely 
fly men to the moon? 
If the mission goes the full 
4V2-million miles, Nav y Capt. 
Schirra, Air Force Maj. Eisele 
and civ ilian astronaut Cunning­ 
ham will hav e logged a com­ 
bined total of 7 8 0 man hours in 
space, compared to only 5 34 
man hours accumulated by all 
Sov iet cosmonauts to date. 
Success also could clear the 
way for the nex t astronaut 
team, Apollo 8 , to fly 10 orbits 
around the moon at Christmas­ 
time.

We 
might want to try another earth 
orbit flight, where we can bring 
the men home quickly , to assure 
ourselv es of all the sy stems.
